Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files. 


a. Main Entity Records — created for individuals or non-individuals who are the subjects or the focus of 
an investigation 

b. Reference Entity Records- created for individuals or non-individuals who are associated with a case 
but are not known subjects or the focus of an investigation 


FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service. For a fee, individuals can request a copy of their Identity History Summary Check. Forms and directions can

records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes, but only to the extent that the production of such law enforcement records 
or information ( A ) could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings, ( B ) would deprive a person of a right to a 
fair trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) 
could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 


contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 


geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

required by statute to be maintained and used solely as statistical records; 
investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determining suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian 
employment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who furnished 


information pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence; 


testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service 
the release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 


material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person 
who furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence.

II, — COMMUNIST TACTICS 


(A) SELMA, ALABAMA, PROTEST DEMONSTRATION, DETROIT, 
MICHIGAN MARCH 9, 1965 


A meeting was held on March 8, 1965, at the. central 
Hethodist Church* located in downtown Detroit. This meeting 
was sponsored by the Detroit Council 6f Churches* and was held 
at the request of the National Council of Churches?. The Ad Hoe 
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Conmittes to Protést Conditions in Selma, Alabama*, was formed 
as a result’of this meeting. Also, a march was planned during 
the early p.m..of March 9, 1965, to the Federal Building, located 
' in downtown Detroit, to. -protest the racial conditions in. Selma, 
Alabama. It was: further decided at. this meeting. that the group, 
during the march, would have representatives contact the United 
States Attorney's office in the Federal, Building at Detroit, 
Michigan, to convey their feelings on the. Selma situation to the 
‘President. of the United States. 


In addition, the Ad Hoc Committee decided to send 
a wire to President JOHNSON* protesting the conditions in. 
Selma, Alabama, and. planned to send delegates to Selma, Alabama, 
to show the péople of Alabama that Detroit citizens are in 
sympathy ang complete accord with the Negroes in Alabama, 


The. committee also indicated that a dsievate would 
be sent: to Washington, D. C., to join other delegates from. 
various cities throughout the United States to participate 
in a 24 hour picketing line vigilance around the. White House 
to call attention to President JOHNSON* of the conditions in 
Selma, Alabania.

On March 9, 1965,..shortly before 1:00 PH,. participants 
in this demonstration - gathered in the downtown Detroit area 
in the immediate vicinity of the Central Methodist Church *, 
Grand Circus Park, Detroit; Michigan. The crowd; estimated. 
from 2,000° to 2 Sb saa addressed at this location by ' 
(n Apaiaes tesa JEROMEACAVANAGH*, Michigan. ( 
MNEY* and Parade Marshal. Reverend ROBERI\HOPPE*, a staff 
member of the Detroit. Council of Churches. “The aforementioned 
speakers voiced ‘their protest Goficerning the. prctee situation 


in Selma,. Alabama, MI) 


At approximately 1:15 PM on this date, the group, 
estimated to be comprised of approximately 2,300 individuals, 
walked down Woodward Avenue, Detroit, and gathered in the 
wrea of the Federal Building where.-they sang and walked around 
the building for a brief period of time. The crowd was 
composed predominantly of Caucasians and included many youths 
from the various Parochial eae acne’ in the Detroit area,

At the Federal Building, a delegation from the 
group led by Governor ROMNEY* and Detroit Mayor CAVANAGH* 
-entered the Hederet Building and pean to the office o 
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United States Attorney LAWRENCE GUBOW* where they requested 
the “United: States Attorney to convey the sentiments of the 
group participating in the demonstration to the Attorney 
General of the United States. 


The demonstration was orderly and the participants 
left the area of the Federal Building at approximately 2;00 PM. 
There was no necessity for police action on the part of the 
Detroit Police Department.

group: was proceeding from Mac Kenzie to the Administ¥at ion 
Building a number of the individuals in the -group BRIN et 
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proceéd to the Detroit Police Department, 13th Precinct, and 
thereafter to proceed to the Federal Building and to the 
aréa of the Detroit Office of the FBI. Mr. SHAPIRO stated he 
desired to make the following demands: a 


1. Arrest Dallas County, Alabama Sheriff JIM CLARK* 
under the Gnited States Code believed by ee 
- to be Title 18, Section 252 


2. Protect people while demonstrating and exercizing 
their right to peaceful assembly under Federal law 


3. Strict enforcement of Federal laws, particularly 
the laws concerning Civil Rights and voting 


4, A large "Federal Presence" should be shown, such. 
as Federal Marshals or troops, in Central, Alabana, 
to protect the people 


. 5. The passing of a number of pending Federal suits 
.. in Central, Alabama, should be accomplsSh ed 


Mr. SHAPIRO also stated that while some.groups such 
as instant group may be "outside the law" such as in "cluttering 
up the halls of the Federal Building!’ he believes ‘this. to be 
insignificant commred to a lack of action being taken by .the 
Federal Government in taking action as outlined in the above 
demands. In making this statement he specifically mentidned 
the President of the United States, the United States Attorney 
General and the FBI, 


(C) DEMONSTRATION, WSU CAMPUS, DETROIT AND FEDERAL 
BUILDING, DETROIT, MARCH 16, 1965 


On March 15, 1965, leaflets were distributed at WSU, 
Detroit, Michigan, indicating that a meeting would be held at 
4849 Brooklyn, Detroit, on that date to discuss plans for a 
sympathy demonstration on behalf of people from all over the 
United States who have gone to Selma and Montgomery, Alabama.

Nineteen white males, three Negro males, four 
white females and one Negro female were ejected from the 
Federal Building by Assistant U. S. Marshals and building 
guards assisted by Assistant U. -S. Attorneys. 


Two white male and two white female demonstrators 
left the building voluntarily. 


A leaflet distributed by demonstrators at the 
Federal Building captioned "We Are Picketing Because?", 
states as’ follows: 


"The situation in the South has been made brutally 
clear by the recent indefensible use of police power 
ordered by Governor GéorzE° Wallaéé*°of Alabama against. 
Negroes who were marching peacefully to secure their 
constitutionally guaranteed right to vote. This action 
is repulsive to decent Americans and is manifested by 
numerous protest demonstrations throughout the nation. 


"As reprehensible as the Selma outrage is, its real 
Significance is that it typifies the injustice and 


brutality which have been used for generations to deny 
basic human right to Negroes across the South.

According to the article; the Detroit Branch; FPCC, 
was’ affiliated with the national organization and listed among 
its purposes “general efforts to create a better understanding 
between the peoples of the United States and Cuba": The article 
further stated that public meetings and discussions on Cuban- 
American relations ‘were planned by the group in a “forceful and 
dynamic program to bring the truth about Cuba to the people of 
Wichigan™, . 


A second source on October 17, 1961, advised that 
activities of the Detroit Chapter; FPCC, had slowed down 
considerably and that during the summer and early fall very 
few activities were sponsored by this group. 


This source further reported on June 22; 1962; that

A source advised on February 8, 1962, that the 
Detroit Festival Committee of the United States Festival 
Committée; an affiliate of the United States Festival 
Committee, with headquarters’in New York City, was. formed at” 
a meeting” held on February 1, 1962, in Detroit, Michigan, with 
the purpose of promoting youths who wish to’go to and attend 
thé Eighth World Youth’Festival in Helsinki, Finland, during 
July 27 - August 5, 1962, and to raise funds to help these 
youths attend, 


This source advised on March 5, 1962, that the Detroit 
Festival Committee was not set up’ by the "Communist Party (CP) 
and was not connected with the CP, but that CP members are to - 
give guidance and leadership to the Detroit Festival Committee, ~ 
and two ofthe four officers of this committee are members of the 
Youth Club, Michigan District, CP. 


This same source advised on May 1, 21964, that the” 
Detroit Festival Committee is currently in an inactive status. 
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
